and subscribe the oath required in the constitution, and give a bowl to 1 trie 
state of Wisconsin in the $um of one hunu>^th£fl»ai4{4qU»aBi witfc n^t- 
less than six sureties; who shall be resident freeholders f the eteje; con- 
ditioned that he will faithfully discharge the duties of said office according 
to law : which bond shall be approved by the governor, and 'together with 
the oath of dffice to be deposited with the secretary of state: such bond 
shall be deemed to extend to the faithful execution of the duties of the of- ' 
fice during the term for which he was elected, and until his successor shall 
be elected arid qualified. 

Sic. 8. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to keep fair and full ac- 
counts together with a cash book in which shall be entered, a detailed ac- 
count of all monies by him received and disbursed, a transcript of which 
shall at the end of each week be deposited with the secretary of state : to 
pay no monies out of the treasury except on warrants drawn by the secre- 
tary of -state, issued in pursuance of some law hereafter passed by the le- 
gislature of this state t to pay all-such warrants out of any funds in the 
treasury not otherwise, appropriated or set aparffor any specific use ; and 
to pay the same in the ojtfer in which they are presented ; giving a pre- 
ference to no person : to give receipts for ail monies paid to him: which 
before their delivery shall [shall] be taken to the secretary of state, who 
shall countersign the same, and enter them in his books to the credit of the 
county officer or person making such payment, and charge the treasurer 
with the same: no receipt unless it is so countersigned shall be evidence 
of tht> payment of any money into the treasury of this state: to keep his 
books and accounts open for inspection during the business hours of the 
office : to deliver over to his successor all money furniture books and pa- 
mpers belonging to and preserved in his office : to report to the governor 
quarter yearly or oftener if required, the total amount of funds of every 
nature and kind in the treasury: to report to the legislature at the 
commencement of each annual session, his accounts of receipts and dis- 
bursements: and the precise state of the Treasury together with such in- 
formation and recommendations of a fiscal character as he shall think use- 
ful and proper; and generally to discharge all the duties that may from 
time to time be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 4. Whenever the funds in the treasury shall exceed th/ee-fourths 
the amount of the bond ; or whenever the governor shall deem the secuii* 
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"ty insuflreient by reason of the insolvency death or removal from' the state, 
•of any of the sureties, or from any other cause, it shall be his duty to re- 
quire the treasurer to give an additional band* in such time, Btich reasona- 
ble amount and with such security as he shall direct and aprJr#vte.

by said judge filed in the office of the secretary of state : said judges shall 
severally enter upon the duties of their office, as soon as elected and qualified. 

Sec 4. The Judges of the circuit court elected at the first election 
thereof shall be classified by Jot to be publicly drawn by the secretary of 
state ; and in his absence by any person appointed by the governor in the 
presence of the governor, treasurer, attorney general and the said judges or

AN ACT to provide for revising the statute laws of this state. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows ; 

Ssc. 1. At such time and place and in such manner as shall be agreed 
upon by joint resolution of the senate and assembly, there shall be three 
commissioners -chosen whose duty it shall be and they are hereby author- 
ized to collate and revise all sach pub'ic acts of the legislature of this state 
which shall be in force at the close of the present session as are general 
and permanent in their nature : and in the performance of such duty, they 
shall cari fully collect and reduce into one act, the different acts and parts 
of acts which from similarity oi subject ought in their judgment to be so 
arranged and consolidated : distributing the same under such titles, divis- 
ions, and sections as they shall think proper, and omitting all such acts and 
parts of acts before passed as shall have been repealed or have expired by 
their own limitation or be repugnant to the present constitution of this 
sfate ; and in every other respect they shall complete the said revision m 
such a manner as to them shall seem most uselui and proper to render the 
said acts more plain and easy to be understood ; and they shall lay before 
the legislature the acts so revised and arranged by them at the next session 
to be re-enacted if the legislature shall so determine. 



£kc. 2. When Ibe.said acts shall be so presented te the legislature for 
re-enactment the said commissioners sha'l also suggest to the legislature, 
•fcuch contradictions ©miss oris or imperfections as may appear in the acts 
«o revised and the mode in which the same may be reconciled supplied or 
amended, and may also designate such nets or parts of acts, if any, as in 
their judgment ought to be repealed with their reasons for advising such 
repeal : and may also recommend the passage of such new acts or parts of 
acts as in their judgment may appear necessary. 

Sec "3. After the laws so revised as aforesaid shall have been submit- 
ted and aj proved of by the legislature, the said commissioners shall under 
the direction of such legislature prepare the same for the press, and shall 
also prepare for pub ication with the said laws, the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States of America and the constitution of this state : and that the said 
commissioners shall make an index of the matters contained in the said 
work. 

Sec 4. The commissioners shall be en tit' ed to three dollars per day 
for each day while engaged in said, work, as may be certified to by said 
commissioners. 

Sec. 5. In case the commissioners herein provided for or either of 
•them sha'l refuse to act in the premises, or shall die resign o- remove from 
ihe state before the corap etion of the duties assigned to them, it shall be the 
duty of the person administering the government of this state to appoint 
others or another in their or his stead who shall have the like powers as 
aforesaid, and be entit ed to a compensation which shall be proportional) y 
equa! to that which is a lowed by f his aet to the persons before named. 

Sec 0. The commissioners in the execution of their duties shall jha\ e 
free access to any pub ic records papers or books of this slate, and be per- 
mitted toe xaaiine the same without fee or reward; the commissioners 
sha'l meet on the fourth Monday of Ju'y next (inst ) at the capito! in the* 
vi : age of Madison and enter upon the duties of iheii orfice, and may ad- 
journ from time to time as they may think proper. 

Sec 7 The commissioners may employ a c eik at an expense of not 
-exceeding two do |axs per day to be a! owed to &uch c erU on the certificate 
of said commissioners; and shall be furnLshei by ihe superintendent of pub. 
li* property with a' I needful stationery 'ights and l'ue whi e in the discharge 
of tjbfitf duties col ,-ective y as such board o; /.e\ i^ois. 
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Sec. 8. The powers and dut.es of said commissioners shall expire- 
when the revised laws as aforesaid sha'.l be pub ished.

AN ACT to Incoiporate the Village ef Port Washington. 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in; Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as io lows : 

Skctiox 1.. All thac district vf country included in fractional fcectiou 
number tv\ enty-eight in township nuraber eleven, north of rarge number 
twenty-two east of thju first principal, meridian iu the county of Washington, 
shall be hereafter known and distinguished by the nam<s of the village of 
l'ort Washington, ant: the inhabitants residing; or who may hereafter reside 
within said limits are hereby constituted a body corporate, by the name of 
4 The President and Trustees of the Villjge- of Tort Washington" and by 
thu name they and their successors forever hereafter shall an« may ha\e 
perpetual succession and shall be persons in law capable of suing arid being 
sued pleading and being .impleaded answering and beLigr answered unto,, 
dc ending and being defended in all courts and places aud'in all suits what- 
soever. » 

Skc. 2. It shall be lawful for the inhabitants of said village qualified to 
vote at any get-eral election to meet at the school house in said village on 
the fourth Tuesday of July iustant at two oVIock P.' M. and choose viva 
\oce two judges of election and one clerk who together shall form the 
election board and elect by ballot a president- (who shall be ex officii) a~ 
Trustee) four trustees, thire assessors a clerk and a treasurer. 



Skc. 3. On the third. Tuesfay. of April in each year thereafter there shall 
•be an annual election of the officers of said village above specified, awl the 
trustees t hall give at least one weeks notice of the lime and p ace, of holding, 
the same, and they or any two of them shall preside at such election, 
, Sue. 4. No person shall he ejigioie to any of said offices unless he shall 
be a voter in said village. 

Six. 5. At all elections held under this act, the polls shall be opened at 
two, o'clock P. M. and continue open until lour o'clock P. M.ajid as much 
longer as the presiding board shall think necessary for the convenience o 1 
voters: a plurality of votes shall in all cases decide the election. 

Sec 6. All of said officers shall hold their offices until the third Tuesday 
of April next after their election. aud until others are elected and qualifiiel 
in their stead. 

Sec. 7. Vacancies in the office of President, or of any trustee or trustees 
shall be filled at a special election to be called by the clerk by giving at 
least ten days notice thereof, and yacancies in all other offices by appoint* 
nient by the trustees. 

Stc 8. Eve.y officer elected under this act beiore he enters upon the du- 
ties of his office shall take and subscribe an oath faithfully to discharge the 
duties' of his office and to support the constitution of the United States, and 
the constitution and laws of this state, and file the same with the c erk of 
taid vil age. 

Slc. 9. Before entering upon the duties of his office the treasurer sha 1 
give bonds to the president and trustees, in such sum, with such conditions, 
and with such sureties as said trustees shall direct. 

Sec. 10. It sha 1 he the duty of the president when present to preside at 
all meetings of the trustees, at which meetings he shall have the right to 
vote — to see that all by-laws and ordinances are duly observed; and to 
prosecute all suits which may be necessary in the name of the corporation. 

Sec 11. It shall be the duty of the clerk to keep a record of ihe doings 
of the board of trustees, especially of the passing of by-laws ordinances and 
regulations, and also a faithful record of all the doings and votes of the 
inhabitants of said \ illage at their annual and other legal meetings and to 
keep on file V. {vipers which may be ordered by the trustees: The records

section : Thirteenth, To impose a general poll tax upon every male resi- 
dent of said village above the age of twenty-one years and under the age of 
fifty-five years, of two days labor, or in lieu thereof one dollar and hfty 
cents to be appropriated in improving the roads and streets of said village 
under the direction of such persons as they may appoint : provided, howev- 
er that such poll tax shall not be imposed without the previous consent of 
a majority of the persons subject to pay such poll tax present at some reg- 
ular or special meeting. 

Sic. 14. The said trustees may ordain and provide such reasonable fines 
forfeitures and penalties upon the offenders against the by-laws regulations 
and ordinances of said village as they sha'l deem proper not exceeding 
twenty dollars for any one offence, to be prosecuted and recovered before 
any justice of the peace or court having cognizance of the same, in the name 
of the corporation, to and for the use of the corporation: and in any such 
action it ehall be lawful to declare generally in debt for such penalty or 
forfeiture and to give the. special matter in evidence : and the defendant 
may plead the general issue and give the special matter in evidence : ail 
expenses incurred in prosecuting for the recovery of any penalty or forfeit- 
ure shall be defrayed by the corporation, and all penalties and forfeitures 
when collected sh»U be paid to the treasurer for the use ot the village. 

Sec. 15. The affidavit of the printer of the publication of any by-laws or 
ordinances or the affidavit or oath of the clerk of the corporation, of the 
posting up notices by-laws or ordinances as required by this act shall be 
sufficient proof in all courts and elsewhere that such notices by-laws or 
ordinances were properly published or posted up. 

Sec 16. Any three of said trustees shall be aquorum for the transaction 
of all business, but no by-law ordinance or regulation shall pass unless 
t hree of said trustees concur therein, 

Sec. 17. No person shall be an incompetent judge justice juror or witness 
by reason of his being an inhabitant or freeholder in said village in any 
action or proceeding in which s.nd village is a party or interested. 

Sic lb. Every inhabitant o. \:u '. vil'age belonging to any fire company 
or hook ami laddei comply th- ic>. :nu^ be exempt from serving on ju- 
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rie* and ffojn doing military duty except in case of war invasion or insur- 
rection. 

Sec. IP. It ahall be lawful on the fourth Tuesday of July instant and 
thereafter at the regular annual village meeting for all voters who own 
taxable property in said village to decide how much and for What purpose 
revenue shall be raised, but in no case shall the revenue voted to be raised 
in one year exceed the rale of one dollar on every one hundred Collars of the 
assessed value of all property subject to taxation. 

Sxc. 20. The following property shall not be taxed by virtue of any law 
or ordinance adopted by the authority of said village to wit : the property 
a/ the United States, of this state, of Washington county, of said village, of 
all incorporated literary benevolent charitable and scientific institutions, 
every public library, school house, house for public worship, academy, and 
seminary of learning and the lots on which such buildings are situated, and 
all property which ie or shall be by law exempt from taxes for state and 
county purposes. 

Sec. 21. All property real and personal within the limits of said vil- 
lage, not exempted above shall be subject to taxation: personal property 
shall be construed to include all goods, chattels, monies and effects, all 
stocks in any monied corporation and the debts due from solvent debtors 
over and above the amount of debis owed by the owner of personal prop- 
erty above specified. 

Sec 22. It shall be the duty of the assessors on or befoie the first Tues- 
day of August next, and thereafter on or before the last Tuesday of March 
of each year, to make out an assessment roll, in which they shall set down 
the names of all taxable inhabitants of said village, and the names so. far as 
they can be ascertained of non-residents, who shall own real estate therem 
and the description quality and value of all the property subject to taxation 
in said village, and then to give one weeks notice of the time and place at 
-which they will meet to equalize and correct said assessment roll: at 
which time and place they shall proceed in the same manner as town as- 
sessors in like cases are now required to do, and may require the like affi- 
davit of any person conceiving himself aggrieved by the assessment, and for 
that purpose either of said assessors shall have power to administer an oath 
and the said assessors shall cause all such affidavits to be filed in the office 
of the clerk of 6aid village: when said assessment roll pW. ! have beeo 
Competed it ehajl be certified by at least two of the asses *.«>..< .i » true as- 



•essmenl roll of all the property subject to taxation in said village, and im- 
mediately deposited with the clerk of said village. 

Sn*. 23. It shall be the duty of the clerk after the assessment roll is 
placed in his hand?, and as soon as the amount of tax to be levied or the 
rate per cent shall be determined in accordance with the provisions of this 
act to complete said assessment roll by annexing to each lot or other kind 
of property the amount of tax which shall be chargeable on thesame agree- 
ably to the assessment as returned and the amount or rate per eent deter' 
mined sp as aforesaid; which schedule shall be called a tax list, and shall 
be recorded by the clerk in a book by him kept for that purpose. 

Sxc. 24. The clerk shall complete the tax list as aforesaid and deliver 
the same to the village treasurer within one month from the time when 
the amount of tax shall be determined, and shall: note the time of such de- 
livery in the book where such list shall be recorded^ whieh record shaft be 
conclusive evidence of such delivery; and the tax so assessed shall be and 
continue a lien on the property in the hands or possesssion of any resident 
of said corporation so assessed and taxed, from and after (he day ef the de- 
livery of the tax list into the hand* of the treasurer as aforesaid until such 
tax shell be paid together with all eosts which may accrue thereon under 
the provisions of this act. 

Ssc. 25. Upon the receipt of the tax list as aforesaid it shall be the duty 
of the treasurer immediately to give a notice in a newspaper printed in said 
village or by posting up notices in three public places in said village that 
such tax list has been committed to him for the purpose of collecting the 
tax thereon : and that he will receive the taxes at his office for one month 
thereafter next ensuing, subject to a deduction of five per centum if paid 
within said month. 

Sbo. 26. H the taxes are not paid to the treasurer on or before the expi- 
ration of said month he may proceed to collect the same by distress and sale 
of the' goods and chattels of the persons charged, giving six days notice of 
the time and place of such sale by written or printed notices posted up in 
three public places in said village. 

Sec. 27. In case the tax on any lot or other piece of land shall remain 
unpaid for six weeks after the tax list shall have been placed in the hand* 
of the treasurer so as aforesaid, and there are no goods or chattels subject to 
be taken of the person charged therewith to be found in said village, it 
shall be the duty of the treasurer to give notice for four weeks successively 



in a newspaper printed in said Tillage and by posting; up notices in three 
public places in said village the* all lots and other pieces of laad upon which 
the taxes have not been paid will be soW by him at a certain time and 
place to be therein mentioned for the puspose of paying the taxes assessed 
thereon, together with all costs and charges which shall accrue by adver- 
tisement and sale agreeably to the provisions of this act : when requested 
the treasurer shall receive the taxes on a part of any tract or lot of land. 

Sec. 28* On the day mentioned in the said notice the treasuier shall 
commence the sale of the said lots and lands aid shall continue the same 
from day to day between the hours of nine o'clock A. M. and four o'clock 
P. M. until so much6hall have been sold as will pay the taxes interest and 
charges ♦hereon : the treasurer shall give to the purchaser or purchasers of 
any such lots or lands or parts thereof, a certifi eate describing such lots or 
lands or parts thereof purchased, stating the sum paid therefor including 
charges, and fees, and the time when the purchaser will be entitled to a 
deed for the same : said certificate shall be negotiable by endorsement 

Ssc. 29. The treasurer shall keep a record of all such lets or lands 
or parts thereof so sold im the same manner as clerk of the board of 
supervisors are now required to do: said record to be open to inspection to 
all persons free of charge. 

Sec 30. Foi two years after such sale of lots and lands, and at anytime 
before the recording of the conveyance provided for in section thirty-two' 
any person having an interest in the same may redeem any lot or tract of 
, and so sold by paying to the treasurer for the use of the purchaser his heirs 
or assigns the sum mentioned in such certificate together with interest at 
the rate of twenty-five per centum pei annum from the date of such certi- 
ficate; and also by paying to the treasurer any further charge which shall 
have accrued thereon.

It shall be and is hereby made the duty of John White regis- 
ter of the canal lands on er before the first Monday ^of Aogust one thousand 
eight hundred and forty eight to deposit with the secretary of state all 
books plats mortgages records and documents belonging to and preserved

The university shall consist of four departments: Frist, the 
department of science literature and the arts . second,, the department of 
law : third, the department of medicine : fourth,, the department of the the- 
ory and practice of elementary instruction :. The immediate government 
of the several departments shall he intrusted to their respective faculties, 
but the regents shall have power to regulate the course of instruction, and 
prescribe under the advice of the- professorships, the books and authorities 
to be used in the several departments, and also to confer such degrees and 
grant such diplomas as are usually conferred and- granted by other univer- 
sities. 

Sec 9. The regents- shall have pawer to remove any officer connected 
with the institution, when in their judgment the interests of the institution 
require it. 

Sec. 10. The fee of adttiiasidn to the university 'anal! never exceed ten 
dollars,' and the charges foe tuition in the first and fourth departments shall 
never exceed in one year to theresidents of the state twenty dollaars j and a* 
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8oon atfthefncomeof the university fund will permit tuition in tho*e depart- 
ments shall teeiwijfoqut charge to all students in the same who are residents 
of the state, 

Sec. 11. The regents are authorized to purchase a suitab'esite for the 
erection of the university bui'dings; and to proceed to the erection of the 
same, as soon as they may deem it expedient: provided, that before they 
make the purchase or proceed to the erection of such bui'dings, they shall 
submit a plan of the same to the legislature, which shall be approved by 
them. 

Sec. 12. The regents are authorized to expend such portion of the in- 
come of the university fund as they may deem expedient for the erection of 
suitable buildings, and the purchase of apparatus, a library and a cabinet of 
natural history. ' " 

Sic. 1-3. The regents shall make a report annually to the legislature 
at it3 regu'ar session exhibiting the state and progress of the university in 
its several departments, the course of study, the number of professors and 
students, the amount of expenditures j and such other information as 'hey 
may deem proper. 

Ssc. 14. Meetings of the board may be called in such manner as the 
regents shall prescribe, and any .. even of theftn at a meeting regularly called 
shall be a quorum for the transaction of business ; and a less number may 
adjourn from time to time: provided, that their first meeting may he cal.eU 
by any three members, of the board. 

Sfc. 15. The regents if they sha'l deem it expedient may receive into 
connexion with the university any college in this state upon application of 
Ms board of trustees; and such college so received shall become a branch of 
. the university, and he subject to the visitation of the regents. 

Sec. 1*5. That no re igious tenets or opinions shall be required to en- 
tire any person to be admitted as a student in said university, and no such 
tenets or opinions sha'l be required as a qua'ification for any professor tu- 
tor or teacher, of said university ; andna student of said university shall be 
required to attend re igious worship in any particuar denomination. 

Sec. 17. An act entiled ' : an act to estabish a university of the?

AN ACT to Exempt a Homestead from forced sale. 

The people of the Stale of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 

Assembly, do enact as fellows : 

Sec. 1. A homestead consisting of any quantity of land not exceeding 
forty acres used for agricultural purposes, and the dwelling house thereon 
and its appurtenances to be selected by the owner thereof, and not included 
in any recorded town plot or city or village, or instead thereof at the option 
of the owner, a quantity of land not exceeding in amount one fourth of 
an acre, being within a recorded town plat or city or village, and the dwelling 
house thereon, and ils appurtenances owned and occupied by any resident 
of the state, shall not be subject to forced sale on execution or any other 
final process from a court for any debt or liability contracted after the first 
day of January in the year one thousand eight hundred and forty -nine. 

Ssc. 2. Such exemption shall not affect any laborers or mechanics 
lien or -extend to any mortgage thereon lawfully obtained but such mort- 
gage or other alienation of such land by the owner thereof, if a married 
man shall not be valid without the signature of the wife to the same. 

Sic. 3. Whenever a levy shall be made upon the lands or tenements 
of a householder whose homestead has not been selected and set apart by 
metes and bounds such householder may notify the officer at the time of 
making such levy of what he regards as his homestead with a description 
thereof within the limits above prescribed, and the remainder alone shall 
be subject to sate under such levy. 

Sec. 4. Jf the plaintiff in execution shall be dissatisfied with the quan- 
tity of land selected and set apart as aXoiesaid ; the officer making -such 
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levy, shall cause the same to be surveyed, beginning at a point to be desig- 
nated by the owner, and set off in a compact form, including the dwelling 
house and its appuitenances, the amount specified in the first section of this 
act ; and the expenses ef said survey shall be chargeable on the execution 
and collected thereupon, if it shall appear after snch survey that the owner 
of said land-did not correctly -state bis metes and bounds : otherwise the ex- 
penses of survey shall be borne by the person directmg the same. 

Sec. 5. After the survey shall have been made the officer making the 
levy may sell the property levied upon, and not included in the set-off, in 
the same manner as provided in other cases for the sale of real estate on 
-execution ; and. in giving a deed of the same he may describe it according 
to his original levy, excepting thesefrom by metes and bounds according to 
the certificates of survey the quantity set off as aforesaid. 

Sic. §. Any person owning and occupying aay dwelling house on 
land not his own, which land he shall be rightfully in possession of by lease 
or otherwise, and claiming such house as his homestead shall be entitled 
to the exemption of such house. 

Sec' 7. Nothing in this act shall be considered as exempting any real 
-estate from taxation or sale for taxes.

correction which certificate shall he attested by the clerk of the .board of 
county commissioners or supervisors of such. county, with the seal of said 
board attached thereto ; said certificate shall describe with certainty the 
length of such beam, the name of the maker thereof (if the same be desig- 
nated thereon,) the exact weight of the poise used wiih such beam in 
weighing one thousand poqods, the name of theameiter.br person for whom 
such examination was made with the date thereof; and whether such poise 
had at the time of such examination any lead or other substance attached 
thereto to increase the weight thereof: The said treasurer shall also im- 
press seal and stamp upon every such poise so examined by him on the 
lower part thereof and upon the outside of any addition of lead or other 
substance which may be made to such poise to increase the weight thereof 
the letter W. so that the same may be clearly observed. 

Sec 2. The standard of weight to be used in the examination requir- 
ed by the preceding section of this act, shall be that which is provided in 
the sixth section of an act of the late territory of Wisconsin — entitled " an 
act to Tegulate weights and measures. 

• Sec. 3. No smelter or ofher.petion or persons engaged in the pur- 
chase of lead ore copper ore or other mmertl sttbfttance shall within the 
limits of this state use for the purpose of weighing \ead ore, copper ore or 
other mineral substance, any beam scale weight or poise unless the same 
shall have been duly examined adjusted and corrected in the manner here- 
inbefore provided, at some time within one year preceding the time of using 
such beam weight scale or poise and every smelter person or persons who 
shall violate or infringe the provisions of this section shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of fifty dollars which may be recovered in an action of debt insti-

The People of the State of Wisconsin represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Sec 1. The construction oS the improvements contemplated by the 
act oi Congress entitled " An act to grant a certain quantity of land to ai^l 
in the improvement of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers and to connect the 
same by a caaal in the territory of Wisconsin'' approved August 8th 1846 
and the superintendence and repair thereof after the completion shall be 
under the direction and control of a " Board of ?dhlic Works." 4 

Sbc. 2. Said board shajl consist of live p«r*oft* who snail be'eleeted by 



joint vote of the legislature, and who shall severally take and subscribe an 
oath of office tq be filed in the office of the Secretary of State and shall con. 
tinue in office -for the term of one year, and until others are duly qualified 
they shall each receive as a compensation for their services, the sum of three 
dollars pet day for each days attendance to the duties required by this act 
and for each -day necessarily spent in travelling te sod from .the places of 
meeting to be paid out of the fund appropriated for said work four of said 
board shall constitute a quorum for; the .transaction of business.

to the lowest bidder but where the bide of anyone contractor shall embrace

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sals for the same work his bids maybe accepted and all contracts shall' be 
made in the triplicate one copy to be retained by the secretary of the board 
and one copy to be deposited .n the office of the secretary of state. 

Sec. 7. Each section shall be advertised separately and the notice of 
the f ime and place at which proposals will be received by said board for 
letting the same to contracts shall contain a concise but fall specifications 
of the work to be done, the time limited for the completion thereof and th« 
terms of payment and shall be published *ix weeks successively in such pa- 
pers published in the state as the board may direct the last publication to 
be at least ten days before the expiration of the time limited therein to re- 
ceive proposals.

suitable person to that office, and the person so appointed shall continue i» 
office until his successor shall be duly elected and qualified. 

Stc. 2. The state superintendent of public instruction shall heforth* 
enters upon the duties of his office take and subscribe an oath to support 
the constitutions of the United States and thes^ateof Wisconsin, and faith- 
fully to discharge the duties of his office according to law, which oath shall 
be filed in the office of the secretary ef state: He shall" rteeive a yearly 
compensation for his services to be paid quarterly out of the treasury of 
this state of one thousand dollars, with his actual portage and necessary 
stationery for his office.

The amount paid for tuition : the sources from which the various, items of 
school fund are derived j and to ascertain the number of school houses, 
academies and other seminaries of learning • the amount expended in the 
erection of the same: to ascertain the condition of all the school funds in 
this state witt^the amount of the school luuds due to each township from 
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lands or other iources : to propose suitable forms and regulations for mak- 
ing all reports and conducing all necessary proceedings under this act : to 
adjust and decide all controversies and disputes arising under the school 
lands without cost to the parties: to open a correspondence with the

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AN ACT relating to Stationary. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin represented in Senate and 
Assembly, da enact as follows : 

Sictiojc 1. No stationary shall hereafter be purchased for the use of 
any member of the legislature of this state but in lieu thereof the sum of 
fire dollars ie hereby annully appropriated to each member of the legisla- 
ture to be expended for such articles of stationary for their use during the 
sitting of the legislature as each of them may think proper. 

Sec 2. The sum of twenty-five dollars is hereby annually appropri- 
ated to each of the chief clerks of the senate and assembly for the purchase 
©f stationary for the use of their respective offices and no further allowance 
shall be made for stationary tor those officers unless the same shall be es- 
pecial ty ordered by a vote of their respective houses. 

81:. 3. The governor of this state is hereby authorized to contract in 
the ma*iner provided for in the constitution for such books and stationary 
for (he use of the state and state officers as he may think proper.

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AN ACT to amend an act entitled "An act to prescribe Town- 
ship and County Government," approved February 18th, 
1841. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 

CHAPTER l. 

OF AWSTUAL AWD SPECIAL TOWN MEETINGS. 

Section 1. The electors of the several towns in this state qaliiied by- 
law lo vote lor elective officers, shall annually assemble and hold town 
meetings in their respective towns, on the first Tuesday iu April in each 
year at such place in such tow T n as the electors thereof at their annual 
town meeting shall from time to time appoint which meetings shall be 
opened between the hours of nine and eleven o'clock A. M. afcd kept open 
until five o'clock P. M. and the first eelection under this act shall be hol- 
den at the places prescribed by law. 

Sec. 2. There shall be chosen at the annual town meetings in each 
town, three supervisors one of whom shall be designated on the ballots 
as chairman, one town clerk, one assessor, one treasurer, one superintend- 
ent of common schools, and from one to three constables, as the town 
may direct and as many overseers of highways as there may be road dis- 
tricts in said town. 

Sec. 3. The electors of each town may have power at 'heir annual 
town meetings, ' 

1st, To elect such town officers as may be required to be chosen. 

2d, To raise such bums of money for the support of schools, for the con- 
tingent expenses of such towns, lor roads and bridges, and for the support of 
the poor fot the ensuing year as they may deem necessary. 

3d, To direct the institution or deience ot suits at law or in equity in 
all controversies between such town and corporation, individuals or other 
towns and to raise money for the prosecution or defence of such suits. 

4th, To take measures and give directions for the exercise* of their cor- 
porate powers. 
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5th, To make from time to time such prudential rules and regulations 39 
they may think proper for the better improvement of all lands owned by 
such town in its corporate capacity whether commons or otherwise. 

Gth, To make the like rules and regulations for ascertaining the suffi- 
ciency of all fences in such town, for determining the time and manner in 
■which catt e, .horses, sheep or swine shall be permitted to run on highways, 
and for impounding cattle. 

7th. To impose such penalties on persons offending against any rule or 
regulation of such town, except such as relate to the keeping and main- 
taining fences as they may think proper, not exceeding ten dollars for each 
offence. 

8th, To apply such pcna ties when recovered to the support of common 
schools in said town. 

Sec. 4. No previous notice need be given for annual town meetings, 
but the town clerk shall at least eight clays before the holding of any spe- 
cial town meetings, cause notice thereof under his hand to be posted up at 
three or more of the most pvblic places in tho town, which no'ice shall 
specify the time, place and purpose of such meeting. 

Sec. 5. Every order or direction, and all rules and regulations made 
by any town meeting shall rem tin in iorce uniil the same be altered or re- 
pealed at some subsequent meeting. 

Sec 0. No civil process sha 1 be served excepi in cases of attach- 
ment of personal property in such towu on any elector entitled to vote 
therein on any day on which such town meeting shall be held. And if 
auy such process be made returnable on such day it shall be continued to 
some subsequent day. 

Sec. 7. There sha'l be elected at the first annual town meeting four 
justices of the peace, two of which to be determined by lot, shall go out of 
office at the end of one year, and thereafter two justices may be e Lee ted an- 
nually to hod their offices for the term of two years. 

CHAPTER II. 

GENERAL POWERS JL3TD DUTIES OF TOWJTS AS B0DHB CORPORATE. 

Section 1. Every town now organized, or which may hereafter be 
organized by the laws ef this state, sha 1 be a. body corporate and shall ba\* 
power, . 1 

1st, To sue and be sued in the manner prescribed bylaw. 

2d, To hold real estate for the public uses of the inhabitants, apd ^o c$tt- 
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vey the same, either by a vote ef the inhabitants, or by a deed of their 
committee or agents. 

3d, To ho'd persona* estate for the public uses of its inhabitants, and to 
alienate and dispose of the same by a vote or otherwise. 

4th, To hold real or personal eMarc in trust, for the support of schools 
and f r the promotion of education within the limits of the town. 

5th, To make such contracts as shall be necessary to the exercise of its 
corporate or administrative powers, and 

6th, To make such orders for the disposition, re«ru'ation or use of the 
corporate property as may be conducive to the interest of its inhabitants. 
S*^. 2. No town shall possess or exercise any corporate powers ex- 
cept such as are enumerated in this chapter, or be specially conferred on 
them by law. 

Se-. 3. All acts or proceedings by or against a town in its corporate 
capacity shall be in the name of such town, but every conveyance of land 
within the limits of 6uch town, made in any mann er for the use or benefit 
of its inhabitants shall have the same effect as if made to the town by 
name. 

Src. 4. When a tow n posEesped of or entitled to money, rights and cre- 
dits, or other persona' estate shaV be divided or altered 1 , such personal es- 
tate including monies belonging tc the *owns in the hands of town officers 
shall be apportioned between the towns interested therein, by the supervisors ' 
of such towns (who shall meet for that purpose as soon as maybe after the 
first town meeiing subsequently held in such towns) which division shall 
be made equitable according to the respective interests of such town or 
towns. 

8* \ 5. Whenever a meeting of the supervisors of two or more towns 
shall be required, in order to carry into effect the provisions of the prece. 
ding section such meeting shall be Called by either of said supervisors but 
the supervisors ca ling the: same shall give at least «ix days n tic e in writ* 
ing to all the other supervisors of the time and p ace at which such meet- 
ing is to be held. 

Sec. 6. Debts owing by a town so divided or altered shall be appor- 
tioned in the same manner as the personal property of such town and such 
town shall thereafter be charged with its share of such debts according to 
apportionment.

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Sw. $. Of the statement and certificate of the votes for the office fit 
governor, lieutenant governor, representatives in congress, senators, secre- 
tary of s^ate, treasurer, attorney general, and state superintendent, or ei- 
ther of them, he shall prepare three certified copies under his signature and 
■sealed with the pea} of his office, of these copies he shall send by mail, one 
to, the governor, one to tfye secretary of state, and one to the treasurer of 
'state within fifteen days after any general or special election. 

Sec. 9. He shall transmit to the secretary of state within thirty days 
after any election a list of the persons elected in the county as members of 
assembly, and also a list of the names of the persons declared at such can- 
vass to be elected sheriff clerk of the .circuit courts, clerk of the board of 
supervisors and coronor. * % 

Ssc. 10. It shall be the duty of the secretary of state to record in his 
office in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, each certified state- 
ment of the result of an election received by him from a clerk of a board pf 
supervisors, and to obtain from the governor and treasurer every such cer- 
tified statement received by either of them, and to record one of thoee bo 
obtained for each County from which no similar statement shall have been 
received by himself. , 

Sec 11. If from any county from which such statement shall be due 
none shall have been received or obtained by him, within thirty days after 
any election, he shall despatch a special messenger to obtain such state- 
ment from the clerk of the board of supervisors of such county, and such 
clerk shall immediately on demand of such messenger made at his office 
make out and deliver to the messeager the statements required, said mes -• 
senger shall deliver to the secretary of state as soon as maybe ail such state- 
ments as he shall receive to be fi ed and recorded as aforefcaid. 

Sec. 12. The secretary of state shall appoint a meeting of the state 
canvassers to be held at his office or that of the treasurer on or before the 
fifteenth day of December next after any general e.ection and within forty 
days after a special election. If a majority of said canvassers shall fail to 
attend on the day appointed, a minority may adjourn from day to day until 
a majority shall be present, 

Sec 13. The secretary of state, treasurer and attorney general, shall 
be the state canvassers, a majority of whom shall be sufficient to form a 
board. The board when thus formed, shall upon the certified statements of 
electors, recorded in the office of the secretary of slate or received by him, 



each person elected to any town office whose name shall not have bee# 
forad upon the poll list as a voter, a notice of his election. 

CHAPTER V.

Sbctioit 1. No person shall be eligible to any town office unless he 
shall be an elector of the town for which he shall be chosen. 

Slc 2. Every person chosen or appointed to the oflice of supervisor, 
town clerk, assessor or treasurer! befo e he enters upon the duties of hia 
offite, and within ten days after he shall be notified of his election, shall 
take and . ubscribe before the town clerk or some person authorized to ad- 
minister oaths, an oath to support the constitution of the United States, 
the constitution of this state and faithfully and impartially to discharge 
the duties of his office (naming the same) and the person be lore «rhon) such 
oath shall be taken, shall certify in writing the day and year the same was 
taken and shall deliver such certificate to the person by whom the oath was 
made. 

Sbc. 3. Such person within ten days thereafter and before entering 
upon the duties of his office, shall cause such certificate to be filed in the 
office of the town c erk. 

Sec. 4. If any person chosen or appointed to either of the town offices 
above mentioned, shall not take, subscribe and file the oath as above re- 
quired such neglect may be considered a refusal to serve in such office. 

Sec 5. Towa officers shal hold their offices for one year, and until 
others are chosen and qualified to Mil their places. 

Sec. fl. No person shall b° compelled to*erve in any one town office 
more than one year in succession provided he shal refuse so to do. But 
every person being able in person to discharge the duties of an ofi'.ce, shall 
when legally chosen, unless legal y excused from the same, serve for one 
year, or shall be liable to a fine often dot ars, to be recovered in an action 
of debt by the treasurer lor the benefit oi the town. 

CHAPTER VI. 

MI&CELLAICFOU8 PROVISIONS OF A GENERAL. IfATHBl. 
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Sbctioit 1. The following may be deemed town charges : 
1st. The compensation of town officer for services 'rendered in their re- 
spective towns.

2d. The contingent expenses necessarily incurred for t)ie use and benefit 

of towns. 

3d. Moneys authorized to be raised, by the vote of a town meeting for 
any town purposes ; and 

4th. Every sum directed by law to be raise ior any town purpose. 

Si'C. 2. The supervisors, assessors, lown .clerk and superintendent of 
schools, shall receive as compensation for their services one dollar ior each 
day actua ly employed. 

Sec. 3. The moneys necessary to defray the town charges of each 
town, shall be laid upon the taxable property in the town in the manner 
prescribed by law. 

Si.<\ 4. Whenever the term of office of any town officer shall expire 
and another person be elected or appointed to such ollice, such person im- 
mediately after qualityng for such oriice as the law requires shall demand 
of his predecessor all records, books and papers or any other property ap- 
pertaining to such oirice, be onging to such town; and refusing to deliver 
such records, books, papers or other property, sha 1 be liable toafine of not 
less than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars to be recovered for the use 
of the town. 

CHAPTER VII. 

OF THE tVTIlS OF SUP..BVI80XS. 

Secton 1. The supervisors shal have charge of, and provide for the 
town poor, agreeable to the provisions of law, they shall have power to lay 
out, a.ter and establish highways in theii respective towns, and to do all 
other business which by law is now conferred on road commissioners, and 
to organize, alter and establish school districts in their several towns and 
further to have charge of all such affairs of the town as not by-law made 
the special duty of other town officers: provided, that in al> cases when 
said board are called upon to lay out, alter, establish or discontinue any 
highway, the expenses shall be paid by those auplying, un ess it sha.1 be 
deemed ior the public interest to grant tfie prayer of the petitioner. 

Sec 2. It shall be the duty of the supervisors and the^ shall have pow- 
er to draw their orders upon the town treasurer for the disbursement of 
such sums as may be necessary for defraying the incidental expenses of 
the town; Also such further sumsasshajl be appropriated and made. pay 
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mb e by law out of the town treasury, they shall however keep* full and 
accurate account of all expenditures by them so made and the amount to 

drawn. 

Sec. 3. The supervisors on the Monday preceding the annual town 
meeting in each year, shall meet at the pi ace of holding such meetings, to 
settle with the treasurer, and audit v the acounts oi all disbursing officers, 
and make a detail report of the fiscal concerns of the iown to the annual 
town meeting; which shall be accompanied with an estimate of the cur- 
rent expenses of *uch town for the ensuing year. Such report and esti- 
mates shall be referred to a committee of the electors of such town, whose 
duty it shall he to examine the same with reieience to the supervisors ac- 
counts and doings and report the same for acceptance or otherwise at said 
meeting. 

Sec. 4. The chairman shall annually lay before the board of county 
supervisors attested copies of all records uiiich shall require to be acted 
upon by that board. 

Sse. 5. The board of supervisors of each town, together with tht 
town clerk, shall con-titute a board of inspictorsof e ectious and discharge 
their duties as such according to law. 

Sec. 6. In case there shall be only one organized town in any county 
then in that case the board of town supervisors shall constitute a board of 
county supervisors for such county. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

DUTIES OP Till TOWK CLERK. 

Ss.tiojc 1. That the town clerk of each town in this state shall have 
the custody of all records, books and papers of the town, and he shall duly 
file all certificates of oath?, and other papers required by law to be filed in 
his office. He shall be the clerk of the board of supervisors at al! their 
regular or special meetings zrA transcribe in a book of records of his town, 
the minutes of the proceedings of every meeting of the board of supervi- 
sor* wr»h their doings and of any town meeting held therein, and he shall 
■enter in such book every order or direction all rules and regulations made 
by any such town^neeting. 

Sec. 2. The town clerk immediately after the qualifying of any con- 
stable chosen or appointed in their respective towns shall return to tht 
clerk of their respective counties the 'name of such constable. 
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Sac. 3 . If any town clerk shall wilfully omit to make such return, 
•uch omission is hereby declared to be a misdemeanor and on convictiom 
thereof the person so offending shall be adjudged to pay a fine not exceed- 
ing ten dollars. 

Sic. 4. Immediately after the completion of any assessment roll the 
town clerk shall make out a duplicate or transcript of the same together 
with a precept in the n .me of the state under his hand and seal directed to . 
the treasurer of the town, commanding him to collect the taxes charged in 
such transcript by demanding payment of the persons charged therein if 
within his town, and making sale of their goods and chattels according to 
law, and the town clerk shall in like manner, require of the treasurer to 
pay over to the county treasurer the amount by him so collected on ac- 
count of county and state taxes at such time and in such sums as may be 
expressed therein according to law and to make return of his precept to- 
gether with his doings thereon to the town clerk on or before the fifteenth 
day of January next following. 

Sec. 5. Copies of all papers du'y filed in the office of the town clerk 
and transcript from the book of records, certified by him, shall be evidence 
in all courts in like manner as if the originals were produced. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the town clerk on the reception of the 
corrected assessment roil, and the amount of county tax to be paid by his 
town, forthwith to calculate and carry out the amount of taxes including 
town and county taxes in an additional column or that purpose prepared 
in the assessment roll opposite to the several sums set down as the valua- 
tion of real and personal estate. 

Sbc 7. The town clerk of every town shall take for the use of the 
town one copy of each newspaper printed in the county in which such 
town is located which paper shall be safely preserved with the books of 
the town and bound in volumes as shall be directed by the supervisors of 
the town. 

CHAPTER IX. 

DOTS OF ASSE8S0B8. 

Section 1 . The assessor in each town shall once in each year,betv» een 
the first day of May ar>d the first day of June make out an assessment roll 
of all the taxable persons and property in their towns in the manner here- 
inafter provided 
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S*c. 2. The assessor of each town according to the hen evidence he 
may have or can obtain by enquiring personally of the owner or occupant 
of any estate real or personal to be taxed, shall make out a tru«* list of all 
the estate, real and personal not exempted from taxation within their tewni 
respectively and shall appraise the 9 me at its true cash value. 

Skc. 3. He sh 11 prepare an assessment roJ in which he shall, set 
down in separate columns ond according to the best information in his 
power. 

1st, The names of all taxable inhabitants of his town. 

2d, Aeorrect description of the lands or lots subject to taxation. 

3d, The number of acres and parts of acres. 

4th, The value of such lands and ail ihe improvements thereon, and, 

5th, The amount of al personal property subject to taxation. 

Sec A. The as^estors shall complete their assessment ro Is in their 
respective towns on or before the first day of June in each year and shall 
then forthwith cause not ice thereof to be posted up at three or more public 
places in their towns. 
% Sxc. ft. Such notice shall set forth that the assessor has completed 

his assessment roll and that a copy thereof is left at some place to be speci- 
fied therein where the same may be seen and examined by any of the in- 
habitants of the town during twenty da) s, and that the assessor will meet 
on such a day and at such a place (naming them) to review the assess- 
merit on the app ication of any person considering him self aggrieved. 

Si.c. 6. The assessor h\\±\\ meet at the time and place specified in the 
notice and make all such alterations in the assessment roll as shall be 
shewn to be reasonable by any person considering himself aggrieved by his 
assessment, but in all cases the ascessor may require such person or agent 
to make affidavit of the f^cts in relation to his assessment if he deem £ 
necessary. 

Se' . 7. The affidavit specified in the preceding section shall be made 
before the assessor, who is hereby authorized to administer an oath for that 
purpose, and the assessor sha 1 cause all such affidavits to be filed in the of- 
fice of the town clerk. 

Skc. 8. After having corrected the assessment roll as herein provided 
the assessor shall sign the same and shall attachrthereto a certificate in the 
following form which thall also be feigned by him, viz :

CHAPTER X. 

PUTIES OI THE TOWN SCJ»SKIWT£5-DAa'T OF COMMON SCHOOLS. 

Sectiow 1. It shall be the duty of the superintendant of common 
schools to examine a 1 teachers and to visit all the schools in hi? town at 
least once in each quarter. It shall be his duty in visiting such schools 
to examine into the condition of such school both as respects the progress 
of the scholars in learning and good order and to give his advice and di- 
rection to the trustees and teacher as to the government of such school and 
the books to be used, and the courte of studies to be pursued therein. 

Sec 2. In the examination of the teacher it shall be the duty of the 
superintendant to ascertain the qualification of the candidate as to moral 
character, learning and ability and if on examination of such candidates the 
superintendent be satisfied that the candidate possesses the required quali- 
fications he shall give such candidate a certificate of approbation. 

Sec. 3 The said superintendant shall have the power ajt any time to 
reexamine each and every teacher in his town for the purpose of ascer- 
taining his, her or their qualifications to continue as such teacher and on 
such re-examiuation the superintendant may annul or revoke any certifi- 
cate given by him or his predecessor, giving the trustees of such district 
live days notice thereof. 

Sec. 4. The superintendant of common schools shall in ail cases be 

under the contro' and direction of the state superintendant of public in- 

• struction and shall whenever called on by the state euperintendant give 

any information in his possession relating to .the several schools in his 

town. • * ' 

Sec. 5. In case of a vacancy in the office of ihe superintendant of*M9* 
jnon schools from any cause whatever, the town .clerk sha 1 act as sacltM- 
perintendant and do and perform a 1 the duties required by Uw of iht said 
superintendant.

Skctiok 1. The town treasurer shall within ten days after notice of bis 
election and before he enters upon the duties of his office, file with the j 
town clerk his b)nd to the supervisors of such town with one or more sitf- 
ficent sureties to be approved by said supervisors in the penal sum of dou- j 
ble the amount of ^he sump voted to be raised at the town meeting at 
which he was elected. And shall also before he shall receive the tax list 
and warrant annexed make and execute to the supervisors aforesaid a bond 
with good and sufficient sureties in double the amount of the county and 
state taxes to be collected in his town both of said bonds conditioned for 
the faithful discharge of his duties both as treasurer of such town and as 
collector of the assessments in said town. And shall also take and sub- 
scribe before such clerk an oath to support the constitution of the United 
States and constitution of the state of Wisconsin and faithful y to discharge 
the duties pertaining to his office as prescribed by law according to the 
best of his ability, which oath shall be filed by said clerk together wiih 
said bond. 

Sic. 2. Upon receipt of the assessment roll for the current year with 
the tax list and warrant annexed, the treasurer shall forthwith post up 
notices in three or more public places in 6uch town that the taxes levied 
in such town are placed in his hands for collection, and that the taxes 
char b ed therein are sub ect to payment at his office, or tender of the same 
at any time previous to the 15th day of November in such year. 

Ssc. 3. On all taxes so paid or tendered at the office of such treasurer 
previous to said iMh day of November, it shall be lawful for the Treasurer 
to demand and receive from the person so paying one per centum for his 
fees. 

Si:. 4. The said treasurer shall after the said 15th day of November 
proceed to collect ail taxes charged in such assessment and remaining urn- 
paid by demanding the same of the persons charged therewith or upon the 
premiies charged therein, and in case of payment on such demand it shall 
be lawful for the treasurer to demand from the person paying the same five 
pei centum on the amount so charged. 

Sec. '•. In case of assessment of taxes in grots upon any tract ex let 
•f land, the treasurer shall upon application of any claimant to any part 
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thereof whether his interest be^div'.ded or undivied receive a part of the tax

charged thereon proportionate to the part of euch lot or tract so own- 
ed or claimed, and the balance of the tax charged thereon shall he a lien 
only on the balance of such tract or lot of land. 

Seo. 6. In case of refusal or neglect to pay such tax or any part there- 
of on demand as provided in section 4 it shall be lawful for said treasurer 
to levy the same by distress of the goods and chattels of thepeTSon charged 
therewith. 

Sbc. 7, The treasurer shall give public notice by posting in three or 
more public places in such town of the time and place of such sale con- 
taining a description of such property, which notice shall be posted up at 
least six days previous to the day of sale, which sale shall be by public 
auction. 

Sec 8. It shall be lawful for said treasurer to deduct from the pro- 
ceeds of such sale the amount of tax charged and for which sale was made 
together with ten per centum on the amount so charged and fifty cents for 
advertising. 

Sec. 9. If the property destrained shall be sold for more than the 
amount of taxes and costs of sale the surplus shall be returned to the per- 
son lrom whom the property was taken, on demand. 

Sec. 10. If no goods or chattels can be found out of which to make 
the taxes charged upon any lands or town lots or if sufficient goods and 
chattels cannot be found, the said treasurer shall on or belore the 15th day 
of January then next, return his transcript ro 1 together with his doing* 
thereon to the town clerk's office, said returns shall specify,. 
1st, The amount of all taxes by him so collected. 
2d, The description of all lands in which (he taxes are unpaid and the 
same of the owner thereof if known. 

3d,. He shall file in the town c'erk's office a verification under oath that 
he has made diligent enquiry in his town as the law requires but has 
not been, able to. find goods and chattels liable to be takes, for the payment 
of taxes so returned or any pari thereof, sufficient to cancel the same. 

Sec, 11. When any treasures discovers that any tract of land or town 
lot have been assessed more than oace< for the same year he shall demand 
only the taxes really dice and shall return the balance as an illegal assess-* 
meet and shall describe the same to the town e esk,and if the same shall 
be eorrectly returned it shall bt so certified by the clerk and credited to Ike 



(tea surer and when any treasurer shall diseoyegr any lands not entered 
in his assessment roll and subject to taxation' he shall enter the same and 
collect the tax on the same and in the same wanner as other taxes hut shall 
in no case tax such lands higher than similar adjoining lands. 

S«c. 12. If any individual shall he injured by the false return of any 
treasurer made to any precept under the provisions of. this act or other ille- 
gal or fraudu ent act of such treasurer in the collection of taxes, such indi- 
vidual upon suit to brought against such treasurer and his securities upon 
their bond for his use shall recover double damages and full costs and 
charges. 

Sec. 13. The treasurer shall in the collection of taxes for town taxes 
take such town orders drawn by the supervisors as may be presented and 
for county taxes such county orders as may be presented to him in pay- 
ment for any tax so assessed. 

Sec 14. On or before the 25th day of January in each year it shall be 
the duty of the treasurer of every town to .pay over the amount of all taxes 
by him co lected for county and state purposes to the county treasurer, 
and if the said treasurer shall fail to pay over to the county treasurer any 
money by him collected for county or state purposes for more than two 
weeks after the said 25th day of January annually the county treasurer 
may sue for and col ect the same upon the bond of the sold town treaaurer 
with twenty per centum damages, besides costs of suit. 

Sec. 15. If any treasurer shall fail to return the precept and duplicate 
to the clerk or shall fail to account for and make payment of the sums 
collected as hereinbefore provided cr sha 1 make a false return thereto the 
supervisors of the town or the treasurer of the county as the case may be 
shall institute suit against said treasurer, and the judgments thereon shall 
be for the full amount ol the taxes required to be collected by the precept 
accompanying said assessment and payable to such town or county togeth- 
er with costs and charges, and the duplicate of said assessment 1 and the «e. 
ceiptof said treasurer on receiving said assessment from the town clerk 
shall lie eumcient evidence of such amount. 

Sbc. 16. The treasurer may appoint one or more deputies for the col- 
lection of taxes who shall be. sworn and possess the same powers and au- 
thority in the collection of taxes granted by this act to ihe treasurer but tht 
said treasirer shall he responsible upon his bonds for all thti acts of sack 
^auty.or deputies. >

The town treasurer shall when eo ordered by any two su- 
pervisors or by the town in town meeting prosecute any suit upon bonds 
notes or other securities given to him or his predecessor in office and may 
also sue lor and recover all such fii»es and penalties as may be forfeited to 
his town for the violation of any rule or regulation adopted by such town 
or arising by the penalties of law, which suit or suits may be instituted in 
any court of competent jurisdiction in the name of such treasurer in his 
official capacity.

The supervisors shall divide the town into such number of 
school districts as :ray from time to time be necessary, which districts they 
shall number, and they may regulate and alter the boundaries of the same 
as circumstances shall render proper. Each district shall be composed of 
contiguous territory, and be as compact as possible, but no land shall be 
taxed for building a school house unless some portion of said land shall be 
within two miles of the site of said school house.

Said ceik shall also apportion in .ike manner, on receiving 
notice of the amount from the town treasurer, all monies raised by towa 
tax or received from other sources for the support of schools, and in ail 
cases mike out and deliver to the town treasurer a written statement of 
the number of chi dren in each district drawing money, and th^ amount 
apportioned to each district, and record »he apportionment in his office. 

Sec 83. He shail receive and keep a I reports to the superintendent 
from the directors of the several school districts in his town, and a i the 
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books and papers belonging to the superintendent and file snefi pspm m 
his office. 

S«c. 84. He shall receive all such communications as may be trans- 
mitted to him by the superintendent of common schools and dispose of the 
B&ne in the manner directed therein. 

Ssc. 85. He shall transmit to the clerk of the board of sapervisers of 
his county all such reports as may be delivered to him for that purpose by 
the superintendent within the time limited in this chapter. 

Sec. 86. Each tows clerk sha'l cause a map to be made of his town 
showing by distinct lines thereon the boundaries of each school district and 
parts of school districts therein, and shall regularly number the same 
thereon as established by the supervisors. 

Sec 87. One copy of such map shall be filed in said clerk's office, 
and one other copy he shall give to the supervisors of his town, and with- 
in one monlh after any division or alteration of a district or the organiza- 
tion of a new one in his town the said clerk shall file a new map and copy 
thereof as aforesaid showing the same. 

Sec. 88. The clerk shall also certify to the supervisor the amonnt to 
lw assessed updn the taxable property of any school district retaining the 
district school house or other property, on the division of the district as 
the same shall have been determined by ihe superintendent and he shall 
also certify the same to the director of such dLtriqt and to the director of 
the district entitled thereto. 

Scr. 80. Said clerk shall also be the town librarian and as such shall 
have custody of the town library, and he shall do and execute all such oth- 
er actB and things pertaining to his ofiice as may be required of him by the 
■superintendent. 

OF TAXES FOR SCHOOL PURPOSES. 

Sec. 90. It shall be the duty of the supervisors of the towns in this 
state to assess the taxes voted by every school district, in their town, and 
also all other taxes provided in this chapter chargeable against such dis- 
trict or town upon the taxable property of the district or town respective- 
ly, and to place the same on the town assessment roll, in the column of 
school '.axes and the same shall be collected and returned by the town 
treasurer in the same manner and for the same compensation as town 
taxes. 
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Sec. 9i. The supervisors of each town shall assess upon the taxable 
property of said town a sum not less than one half of the amount received 
by said town from the school fund of this state, and the same shall be col- 
lected and returned in the same manner as is provided in the preceding sec- 
tion and shall be apportioned to the several school districts in the town 
in proportion to the number of children in each district between the ages 
of four and twenty years for the support of schools therein. •* 

Sec. 92. The supervisors shall also assess upon the taxable property 
of their township two and a half mills on each dollar of the valuation 
thereof in each year which shall be apportioned to the several school dis- 
tricts in the townships for the support of schools therein, and the same 
shall be levied, callected and returned in the same manner as provided in 
the preceding section. 

Sex. 93. Each school district at any regu'arly cabled meetiug of the 
lega' voters of said district may raise an additional tax to defray the ex- 
penses of teachers wages and contingent expenses: and said tax shall be 
levied collected and returned as the town taxes provided for in this act: 
Provided, that when a tax sha'l be voted in any school district meeting, the 
notice for such meeting shall specify the object of raising such tax. 

Shc. 94. The supervisors on delivery of the warrant for the collection 
. of taxes to the town treasurer, sha 1 also deliver to said treasurer a written 
statement of the amount of school taxes, the amount raised for district 
purposes on taxable property of each district in the town, the amount be- 
longing to any new district on the division of the former district and the 
names of all persons having judgments assessed under the provisions of 
this chapter, upon the taxable property of any district with the amount 
payable to such person on account thereof. 

Sec 95. The town treasurer of each town shall retain in his hands 
out of the moneys col ected by him the full amount of the school tax col- 
lected on the assessment roll, and hold the same subject to the order of the 
district treasurer. 

Sec/ 96. Said treasurer sha'l from time to time apply to the county 
treasurer for all schoo' moneys belonging to his town or the districts 
thereof, and on the receipt of the moneys to be apportioned to the dis- 
tricts, he sha ! l notify the town clerk of the amount to be apportioned. 



CERTAIN DUTIES OF COUNTY CLERK. 

Sec. 97. It shall be the duty of each clerk of the county board of su- 
pervisors to receive all such communications as may be directed to him 
by the superintendent of common schools and dispose of the same in 'ht 
manner directed by him. 

Sec. 98. The clerk of each county shall on or before the tenth day of 
November in each year, make and transmit to the superintendent of com- 
mon school* a report in writing, setting forth the whole number of towns 
in his county, distinguishing those Irom which the required reports havt 
been made to him by the superintendent and containing an abstract of their 
reports. 

Sec. 93. He shall also within the time mentioned in the preceding 
section make and de iver to the county treasurer a written statement of 
the whole numb r of children incacli town in the county between the agei 
of four and twenty years as shown by the sur/e. ii»:e: dents reports, and tl.e 
hoard of supervisors of each county thall allow to ihe cleik r hereofsuch 
compensation as they ma)' deem leasonabe for the services required of 
him by the provisions of this chapter. 

LIBRARIES. 

Sec 100. So soon as the total annual i::como of the school hind in 
this state shall amount to a sum equal or exceivll::^ the sum of sixty thou- 
sand dollars, it sha I he the duty oi* the superintendent of the several towns 
to appropriate annually ten per cent, of all the moneys received by their 
respective Ioa*us to the purchase of books for a cjin.run schoo library, 
which shad be the property of the town and the pa.-e-.its and guardians of 
all children therein between the ai:cs of Muianl twe it/ years, shall be 
permitted to use bj-»ks from such library without charge, ho :ng responsible 
to the town for the sale return thereof, and for any injury daae thereto, ac- 
cording to such rules and regu'ations as are or may be established by tht 
superintendent oi' the town. 

Ss\ 1)1. The books in such library shall once in th.ee months bt 
distributed by the town librarian among the seven schoo districts of th« 
town, in prop>r:ion to the u j:n'>ar of ch.IJro.i in each between the ages 
aforesaid, as the <ame shall appear by the last rep.»rl oi" the director thereof. 
and said b.oks s'ia'1 he dra.vn aul returned by the set-era! directors for 
tfteir respective district. 
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Srx. 102. Tn each district in which a district library shall be estab- 
lished, the director shall act as librarian for the district, distribute the 
books therein to the children of his district of the proper age, and shall 
collect from the parents or guardians ol such children all such damage as 
they may respectively become liable to pay on account of any injury done 
to, or loss of, or neg ect to return any of such books, or any books belong" 
ing to the town library, pursuant to such rules as shall be prescribed by 
the superintendent. 

Sec 103. If such damages shall have occurred to the town 'ib rary. 
they shall be co lected in the name of the town and paid into the town 
treasury for the benefit of such town library, and if the same shall have 
occurred to the district library, the same shall be col.ected in the name of 
the district for the benefit of the district library. . 

DISTRIBUTION OF INCOME OF THE SCHOOL FUND. 

Sec. I'M. The interest of the school fund shall be distributed on the 
first Monday of May, or as soon therea ter as is practicable, in each year 
for the support of common schools, in the several townships in this state,, 
from which reports have been received by the superintendent of common 
schools in accordance with the provisions of this chapter, ior the school 
year last closed, in proportion to the number of chi dren in such town be- 
tween the ages aforesaid and the same sha be payable on the warrant of 
the state tre surer to the treasurer of the several counties. 

Ssc. 105. Tbe several county treasurers shall apply for and receive such 
moneys as shal have been apportioned to their respective counties, when 
the same shall become due, and each of said treasurers shall immediately 
give notice to the treasurer and clerk of each town in his county of the 
amount of moneys apportioned to his town, and shall hod the same sub- 
ject to the order of the towa treasurer. * 
• Sue. li 6. Whenever the clerk of the county board of supervisors of 
any county shall receive from the. superintendent notice of the amount of 
moneys apportioned to the several towns in his county he' shall file the 
same in his office and forthwith deli vtr aeopy thereof to the county treas- 
urer. ' 
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OF SUITS AND JUDGMENTS AGAINST SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 

Sec. 107. Justices of the peace shall have jurisdiction in all cases is 
•which a school district is a party interested when the amount claimed or 
matter in controversy shall not exceed one hundred dollars, and the parties 
shall have tne same right of appeal as in other cases. 

Sic. 108. When any suit shall be brought against any school dis- 
trict it shall be commenced by summons, a copy of which shall be left with 
the treasurer of the district, at least eight days before Ihe return day 
thereof. 

Ssc. 109. No execution shall issue on any judgment against a school 
district nor shal 1 any suit be brought thereon but the same shall be collect- 
ed in the manner prescribed in this chapter. 

Sec 110. Whenever,any final judgment shall be obtained against a 
school district, if the same shall not be removed to any other court, the 
treasurer of the district shall certify to the supervisors of the town and to 
the director of the district, the da'e and amount of such judgment with 
the name of the person in whose favor the same was rendered, and if the 
judgment shall be removed to another court, the treasurer shall certify the 
same as aforesaid, immediately after the final determination thereof against 
the district. 

Sec. 111. If the treasurer shall fail to certify the judgment as is re- 
quired in the preceding section it shall be lawful for the party obtaining 
the same his agent qr attorney, to file with the supervisors the certificate of 
the justice or clerk of the court rendering the judgment, showing the facts 
which should have been certified to by the treasurer. 

Ssc. 112. If the district against which judgment frhall be rendered is 
situated in part in two or more towns, a certificate thereof shall be deliv- 
ered as aforesaid to the supervisors of each town in which such district is 
in pari situated. 

Sac. 113. The supervisors receiving either of the certificates of 4 
judgment as aforesaid, shall proceed to assess the amount thereof with in- 
terest ftora the date of judgment to the time when the wartant for the coir 
lection thereof will expire, upon the taxable of the district, placing the same 
on the next town assessment roll, in the column for school taxes and the 
same proceedings shall be had, and the same shall be collected and return- 
ed in the fame manner art other district taxes. 
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PENALTIES ANt> LIABILITIES. 

Sec. 114, Every taxable inhabitant, receiving the notice mentioned in 
the first and second sections of this chapter, who shall neglect or reiuse du- 
8y to serve and return said notice, and every chairman of the first district 
meeting in any disirict who shall wilfu ly neglect or refuse to perform the, 
duties enoined on him in this chapter, shall respectively forfeit the sum 
of five dol ars. 

Sec 115. Every person duly elected to the office of. moderator, direc- 
tor or treasurer of a school disirict, who shall neglect or refuse without 
sufficient cause to accept such office and serve therein, or who having en- 
tered upon the duties of his office, shall neglect or refuse to perform any du" 
ty required ol him by virtue of his office, shall forieit the sum of ten dol- 
lars. 

Sec. 116. Every person duly elected town superintendent who 6hall 
neglect or refuse without sufficient cause to qualify and serve as such, or 1 
who having entered upon the duties of his office shall neglect or refuse to- 
perform any duty required of him by this act, shall forfeit the sum of ten 
dollars. 

Sec 117. If any superintendent shall neglect or refuse to make and 
deliver to the town clerk his annual report to the county clerk, as required 
in this chapter, within the time limited thereior, they shall be liable to pay 
the full amount of money lost by their failure, with interest thereon to be 
recovered by the town treasurer in the name of the town, in an action of 
debt or on the case. i 

Sec.; 118. If any town clerk shall neglect or refuse to transmit the 
report me&tioned in the preceding section to the county c erk, as required 
in thi« chapter, he shall be liable to pay the foil amount lost by such neg- 
lect or refusal, with interest thereon, to be recovered in the manner speci- 
fisd in the .preceding section. 

Sec. 119. Every clerk of the county board of supervisors who shall 
neglect or refuse to make the report required in this Chapter to le made 
by lam to the superintendent of public instruction, wrthfn the iime there- 
for lin»h«dv*hall be liable to pay to each township the full amount which 
such town or any school district therein shall iosfe by such neg'ect or re- 
fusal with interest thereon to be recorded in thfc manner specified in the 
last two preceding sections. 
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Sec. 120. All moneys collected or received by any town treasurer trav- 
eler the provisions of either of the three last preceding sections shall be ap- 
portioned and distributed to the school districts entitled thereto in the same 
manner and in the same proportion that rhe moneys lost by any neglect 
or tefasaf therein mentioned would according to the provisions of thh* 
chapter have been apportioned 1 and distributed. 

Si^. 121. The superintendent of eachtown shall have power, and is 
hereby required to remove from office upon satisfac'ory proof after at least 
five days notice to the party implicated, any town or district officer who 
shal have illegally used or disposed of any of the pub ie moneys et trusted 
to his charge, 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS; 

Sec. 122. Any person paying taxes in a school district in which he 
does not reside may send schol tars to any district school therein and such 
person shall for that purpose have and enjoy all the rights and privileges of 
a resident of said district except the right of voting therein, and shall be in- 
cluded in the census of sueh district and the apportionment of money, from- 
the school fund schollars so sen* and generally attending such schools shall: 
be considered as belonging to such district. 

Sec. 123. Whenever any portion of a school district shall be set off 
and annexed to any other district or organized into a new one after a tax 
for district purposes, other than the payment of any debt of the district 
shall have been levied upon the taxable property thereof but not collected, 
such tax shall be collected in the same manner as if no part of such dis- 
trict had been set off, and the said former district and the district to which 
the portion so set off may be annexed, or the new ch>triec organized from- 
such portion shall each be entitled to such proportion of said tax as the 
amount of taxab e property in each part thereof bears to the whole amount 
of taxable property on which such tax is levied. • 

Sec. 124. For the purpose of apportioning the income of the school 
fund among the several towns a district situated in part in two or move* 
towns shall be considered as belonging to the town to which the annual re- 
port of the director is required to be made but money raised in any one of 
such towns for the support of schollars therein shall be apportioned to the 
districts and parts of district* therein accenting to the number of children 
of poperage in each. ijv 
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Sic. 125. The qualified voters .of any town may by vote, at the anmf* 
at town meeting, raise by tax a sum not exceeding fiity cents for every 
schollar in the town between the ages of four and twenty years, for the 
support of common schools in the town, in addition to the raxes hereinbe- 
fore required to be raised for that purpose, and such tax shall be levied, col- 
lected and returned in the same mancer as town taxes are levied collected 
and returned. 

Sec 1 2rt. Whenever the majority of the inhabitants of a school dis- 
trict at any regular meeting, sha 1 express a preference to have other lan- 
guages taught in connection with the English language, it shall be the 
privilege of the district board to emp'oy a teacher qualified for that purpose 
and such district shall have their regular share <>{• the pub it- monies. 

Sec. 127. All schools coming under the provisions of this act shall 
be free and without charge for tuition to a 1 chi dren between the ages of 
four and twenty years. 

Sec 12H. That whenever any school district shall vote a tax under 
the provisions of this act the question sha 1 be taken by yeas and nays, 
which shall be duly entered upon the records of the pioceedings of sairf 
district. 

Sec 129. This act shall take effect immediately succeeding the next 
annual town meetings in this state and all other acts relating to common' 
schools, inconsistent with the provisions of this act shall expire at that 
time.

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AN ACT to authorize the construction of Plank and Turnpike 
Roads. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Se ttox 1. Any number of persons not less than five may be formed 
into a corporation for the purpose of constructing and owning a plank 
road or a turnpike road by complying with the fol. owing re.juirerncnts: 
notice shall be given in at least one newspaper printed in each county 
through which said road is intended to be constructed of the time and place 
or places where books for subscribing to the stock of said road will be 
opened and when stock to the amount of at least five hundred dollars for 
€\ery mile of the road so intended to be built shall be in good faith sub- 
scribed, and five per cent, paid thereon, as hereinafter required, then the. 
said subscribers may upon due and proper notice elect directors for the 
said company, and thereupon they shall severally subscribe articles of as- 
sociation in which shall be set forth the name of the company; the number 
of years that the same is to continue, which shall not exceed thirty years 
from the date of so id artic es. whether it is a plank road or a turnpike, 
which the company is formed to construct the amount of the capital stock 
of the company, the number of shares of which the said stock shall con- 
sist, the number of directors, arid their names, who shall manage the 
concerns of the company for the first year, and shall hold their offices until 
others are elected, the place from and to which the proposed road is to be 
constructed and each town, city or village through which it is intended to 
pass, and its length as near as may be. each subscriber to such articles of 
association shall subscribe thereto his name and place of residence, and the 
number of shares of stock taken by him in said company, the said articles 
of association may upon -complying with the provisions of the next sec- 
tion be fi ed in the office of the secretary of state; and thereupon the per- 
sons who have so subscribed, and all persons who shal irom tiire to time 
become stockholders in such company shall be a body corporate by the 
na.ne specified in such articles, and shall possess the powers and privileges 
and be subject to the provisions hereinafter contained. 
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Sec. $. Such articles of association shall not be filed in the office of 
$ie secretary of state, until fiv« per cent, on the amount of the stock 
subscribed thereto, shall have been actually and in good faith paid in cash 
to the directors named in such articles, nor until there is endorsed thereon, 
or annexed thereto, an affidavit made by at least three of the directors nam* 
ed in such artic es, that the amount of capital stock required by the first 
section has been subscribed, and that five per cent on the amount has actu- 
ally been paid in. 

Sec. 3. A copy of any articles of associations filed in pursuance of this 
act with a copy of the affidavit aforesaid endorsed thereon, or annexed 
thereto, and certified to be a copy by the secretary of this state, shall in all 
courts and places be presumptive evidence of the incorp6ration of such 
company, and of tlie facts therein stated. 

Sec 4. Whenever any such company shall be desirous to construct a 
plank road through any part of any county, it bhall make application to 
the board of supervisors of such county at any meeting thereof legally 
held, fo. authority to lay out and construct such road and take real estate 
necessaiy for such purpose and the application shall set forth the route 
and character of the proposed road as the same shall have been described 
in the articles of association filed as aforesaid. Public notice of the appli- 
cation shall be given by the company previous to presenting the same to 
such board by publishing such notice once in each week for six successive 
weeks in all the public newspapers printed in such county, or in three of 
such newspapers if more than three are published in such county, which 
notice shall specify the time when such application will be presented to 
such board, the character of the proposed road, and each town, city, and 
village in or through which it is proposed to constru-t the same; 

Sec. 5. If such company shall desire a special meeting of the board 
of supervisors for hearing the same, and three members of such board may 
fix the time of such meeting, and a notice thereof shall be served on each 
of the other supervisors ol the county, by delivering the same to him per- 
somally or by leaving it at his place of residence at least twenty days be- 
fore the day appointed for such meeHng. The expenses of such special 
meeting and of notifying the members of such board thereof, shall be paid 
by *uch company. 

Sxc. 6. Upon the hearing of such application all persons residing in 
lU£b county or owning rea' estate in any of the towns through which it is 
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Or shall pursuant to the provisions of this" acl acquire the right to e*nt*r tfp* 
on, take and hold the same. 

Sec 12. If any owner of such land shall from any cause be incapable 
of selling the same, or if such company cannot agree with him for the pur- 
chase thereof, or if after diligent inquiry the name or residence of any such- 
owner cannot be ascertained, the company may present to the judge of pro 1 
bate of the county in which Xh a lands of such owner may lie, a partition 
setting forth the grounds of the application, a description of ihe lands in 
question and the name of the owner if known, and the means that have 
been taken to ascertain thy name and residence of such owner, if hi* 
name and residence has no i been ascertained, an'd praying that compen- 
sation and damages of the owner of the lands described in the petition may 
be ascertaine ' by a jury. Such petition shall be verified by the oaths of .it 
least two of the directors of the company, and if it shall allege that the 
name or residence of any owner is unknown, it shall be accompanied by 
affidavits proving to the satisfaction of said judge that all reasonable ef- 
forts have been made bf the company to ascertain the name and residence 
of any owner whose name or residence is unknown. 

Sec. 13. On receiving such petition the said judge shall appoint a 
ime for drawing such jury, which sha 1 be drawn from the grand jury box 
of the county by the clerk thereof, at his office, at least fourteen clays no- 
tice of the time and place of such drawing shall be served personally upon 
each owner of lands described in ihe petition, who shall be known, and re- 
si de in the counties where *he lands lie or by leaving the same at his resi- 
dence, and such notice shall be jserved on all such owners in the manner 
aforesaid, or by putting the same into the post office directed to them at 
their respective places of residence and paying the postage thereon,- or by 
pub ishing the same in each week for two successive weeks in a newspa- 
per printed in such county, the first of which publications shall be at least 
lourteen days before such drawing. 

Sic. 14. In case any ands described in such petition shall be owned 
by a married woman, infant, idiot or insane person or by a non-resident of 
the state the said judge shall appoint some competent and suitable person 
having no interest adverse to such owner to take care of the interests oC 
such owner, in respect to the proceedings to ascertain such compensation 
and damages. And all such notices as are required to be served on any 
♦wner residing is such county, shall be served upon the person so appoint- 
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through which it is proposed to construct such road, shall exceed that 
number. And the commissioners so appointed shall lay out the whole of 
such road, and shall make out a separate suryey of so much thr reof as lies 
in each county which shall be subscribed and acknowledged as aforesaid 
and recorded in the office of the register of such county. Such company 
shall pay each of the said commissioners two dollars for every day spent 
by him in The performance of his duties a& such commissioner, and his ne- 
cessary expenses. 

Slc 9. No such road shall be laid out through any orchard to the 
injury of fruit trees, or through any garden without the consent of the 
owner thereof, if such orchard be of the growth of four years or if such 
garden has been cultivated for four years or more bef re the laying out ol 
such road nor shall such road run through any buildings or any yard or 
enclosure or yards necessary for the use and enjoyment of such building 
without the consent of the owner, uor shall any such cdmpany bridge any 
stream where the same is navigable for vessels or steamboats, or in any 
manner that will prevent or endanger the passage oi any raft of twenty* 
five feet in width. 

bEC 1). No plank road shall be made on the roadway of any char- 
texed turnpike company without the consent of such company, and any 
plank road company formed under this act shall have power to, contract 
with any turnpike company ibi tie purchase of the roadway or part of the 
roadway of such turnpike company on such terms as may be mutually 
agreed on; whenever a plank road shall be made as provided in this act 
on or adjoining the rout of any turnpike road, the company owning such 
turnpike road is authorized to abandon that portion of their road on or ad- 
joining the route of which a plank road is actually constructed and used ; 
but nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to permit any plank 
road from crossing any turnpike road, nor any turnpike road from crossing 
any plank roao. 

Sec. 1 1. The route so laid out and surveyed by the said commission- 
ers shall be the route of such road, aud such company may enter upon 
take and hold, subject to the pro-visions of this act, all such lands as the 
#aid survey shall describe as being" necessary for the construction of such 
road, and the necessary buildings and gates. But befoie entering upon any 
«f fuch lands the company shall purchase the same of the owner thereof' 
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penalties, as in case of such neglect or refusal o£a person duly summoned 
as a juror in a court of record, and maybe excused by the said judge from 
attending or serving, for reasons for which such juror rui ht be so excused 
it summoned as a juror in the circuit court. Every juror attending shall 
be eu'itled thtre.'or to one dollar a day, and his reasonable and necessary ex. 
penses to be paid by the company. 

Skc. l'\ On the application of any party interested, any judge or jus- 
tice of the re ace, m y it sue a subpoena requiring witnesses to attend be- 
fore such : ury., and such subpoena shall have the same force and effect j and 
witnesses duly subpoenaed by virtue thereof, and refusing or neg ecting to 
obey the same, shall be subject to the same penalties and liabilities as 
though such subpoena were issued from a court oi record, in a suit pend- 
ing therein. 

Sec. 2 •». The time and place of meeting of the jury, to ascertain suck 
compensation and d mage*, may be fixed by the said judge, by an order to 
be made by him a. any lime alter receiving such petition, and notice there, 
of shall be t-encd on ihe owners whose lands are descr bed in the petition, 
as fol ows : Cu uO , owner iesidingin the county, or within fifteen milesof 
the lands in qi.e. .ion ownevi by him, personally, or by leaving the same at 
bis residence, at ie.tsi fourteen days before the time so fixed : i n any other 
owner re&iding within this state, and whose residence is known, m the

manner ai'orc. ai<i, or by putting the notice into the post office directed and 
paid as afoie&.iid at east iorty days before the time so fixed : and on own- 
ers whose letiiliMit-e is unknown, by publishing the notice once in each 
week for si:: buice.-M\e weeks in one of the public newspapers printed ift 
the county, it Le.f be ony, il not then in a paper published at the capitol 
of the «tate. 

Sec. £1. The jnors so summoned, shall meet at the time and p'aee 
fixed by tie suj.' ; < j_,e lor that purpose, and shall be sworn by him to dili- 
gently ii <;i.i;e . i.,; etc ci tain the compensation and damages which ought 
justly to be pa.d or tl.c lund described in the petition, or ior those of them 
in respect to winch il.ey shall be called upon to inquire, to the owners 
thereof, and ;or rav:ng the tame for such road, and faithfully to perform 
their duty ac- r .:«g to law. 

Sec. "2-2. '* he taid judge sha'l attend such jurors, shall administer. 
«aths to witnesses called before them, shall take minutes of the testimony 
firen, andadnji^iodH of the parties made before them, shall advise such j»- 
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fry as to the law applicable to any case that may arise, shall receive certify 
«bd return to the clerk's office of the circuit court for said county the ver* 
<cKcts agreed upon by them, and while so attending, shall have all the pow- 
«rg possessed by a court oi record when trying issues of fact joined in civil 
cases. 

' Sbc. 23» The jury after hearing the parties, and viewing the lan^s in 
question, in each case, shall by a verdict, ascertain and determine the com- 
pensation and damages that ought to be paid to the owner foi the land to 
be taken by the company, and for taking the same for such road, and also 
the amount that ought to be paid to him for the time spent, and necessary 
expenses incurred by him in respect to the proceedings, to ascertain and 
determine such compensation and damages; of which time and expenses a 
bill of items shall be presented to the jury, verified by the oath of the own- 
er or his agent and such compensation and damages shall be ascertained 
and delivered without anv deduction on account of any supposed benefit 
which the owners of such lands may derive from the construction of such 
road. 

Sec. 24. Such jury shall not proceed to a bearing in any case until 
the company shall have produced to the said judge, satisfactory proof by af- 
fidavit that the notice oi the meeting of the j«ry has been given in such 
case according to the provisions of this act ; and such affidavit shal be at- 
tached to and tiled with the certificate of the verdict in the case : And on 
any such hearing, no evidence or information shal. he given, nor any state- 
ment made to the jury, of any proposition by> or negotiation between the 
parties or their agents in respect to* any such lands, or such compensation 
or damages, nor shall any such petition contain any 'such statement or in- 
formation. ' 

Sec. 25. Such jury finding any such verdict, shall after agreeing upon 
"the same, make a certificate thereof, and sign and deliver the same to the 
said judge j and shall embrace therein a particular description of the land 
in respect to which it is found. Such certificate may include one or more 
verdicts, in the discretion oi the jury. Every such certificate shall be cer* 
• tiiied by the judge, to have been made by such jury ; and shall be recorded- 
in the records of deeds in the register's office of the county where the lands 
therein described shall lie, at the expense of the company. 

Sxc. 2 i. Whenever it shall become necessary for any such company 

to use any part of a public highway for the construction of plank or tum-

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pike road, the supervisors and commissioners of highways of thttowtt m 
which such highways is situated. 01 a majority, if there be more than one 
such commissioner in such town, may agree with such company vfon 
the compensation and damages to be paid by said company, for taking and 
using such highway for the purposes aforesaid. Such agreement shall be 
in writing and shall be filed and recorded in the town clerk's office of such 
town. In case such agreement cannot be made the compensation and 
damages for taking such highway for such purposes, shall be ascertained 
in the same manner, as the compensation and damages for taking the prop* 
erty of individuals. Such compensation and damages shall be paid to the 
said commissioners, to be expended by them in improving the highways 
of such town. 

Sec. 27. Any party interested in any such verdict may within twen- 
ty days after be notified of the rendition thereof, apply to the circuit court 
for a new trial, and it may be granted upon such terms as to the costs of 
. the application, and of the first trial, as that court shall deem reasonable. 
If a new trial shall be granted, a jury shall be drawn therefor, and the 
same proceedings shall be had as are hereinbefore provided. • 

Sec. 28 Within forty days after the rendition of any such verdict, if 
a new trial* shall not be applied for, the company shall pay to the person 
entitled to receive the same, the amount thereof, or shall make a legal ten- 
der thereof to him, if he shall refuse to receive the same ; and the company 
may thereupon enter upon the lands in respect to which such verdict was 
rendered, and take and hod the same to it and its assigns so long as it 
shall be used for the purposes of such road as such company was formed 
to construct 

Sic. 29. If any person entitled to receive the amount of any such 
verdect be not a resident of this state or cannot be found therein after dili- 
gent search, the company may furnish to the said judge satisfactory proof ' 
by affidavit, of such facr, and he shall thereupon make an order, that the 
amount of such verdict be paid to the treasurer of the county in which 
the land lies in respect to which such verdict was rendered for the use of 
such owner, and that notice of such payment shall be given by publishing 
the same once in each week, for six successive weeks in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the county, if there be any, if there be none, then in a paper at the 
capitol of the state, on satisfactory proof being made to the said judge by 
affidavit within thee months from the time of making the last mentioned 
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t>rder, of such payment and publication, he shall make an order authorizin 
the company to take and hold the land in respect to which such verdict was 
rendered, in the same manner and with the same effect as if such payment 
had been made to the owner personally. The affidavit and orders mention- 
ed in this section, and all' other affidavits and orders made and precepts is- 
sued in the course of the proceedings under this act in relation to the ac- 
quisition of land to be used for such road shall be filed in the register's 

office of the proper county, and all such orders shah be recorded by such 

< 
register in the records ol deeds, at the expense of the company. 

Sec. 30. If any owner shall apply for a new trial, the company upon 
ilepositing the amount of the verdict sought to be set aside, in such man- 
ner as the said judge shall, upon hearing the parties, direct, in trust that 
the same or so much thereof as the said owner shall be entitled to receive, 
shall be paid to him on demand, and on giving such security, by bond, as 
the judge shall approve, for the payment to such owner of any sum which 
he may be entitled to receive from the company, in respeci to the land in 
question, by reason of any verdict or the judgment of any court, for such 
compensation, damages, costs and expenses, the company may enter upon 
and use such land for the purpose's of snch road, but the title of the owner 
thereof shall not be divested until the payment or legal tender to him of 
the whole amount which he shall be entitled to receive from the company 
for such compensation, damages, costs and expenses: and on such pay- 
ment or tender being made, the com pany shall be entitled to take and to 
hold such lands to it and to its' assigns so long as the same shall be 
used for the purposes of such a road as such company was formed to con- 
struct. 

Sec. 31. Every plank road made by virtue of this act, sha.l be laid 
out nt least four rods wide, andshall be so constructed as to make secure 
and maintain a smooth and permanent road the track of Which shall be 
made of timber, p'ank or other hard material, so that the same shall form 
a hard and even surface, and be so constructed as to permit carriages and 
c t*ier vehicles conveniently and easily to pass each other, and also so as to 
permit alt carriages to pass on and off where such road is intersected by 
other loads. 

Sr.c. 21 Every turnpike road that shall be constructed by virtue of 
this act dhall be laid at least four rode wide, and shall be bedded with 
stone, gravel or such other material as may be found en the Une thereof 
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and faced with broken stone or gravel, so as to form a hard- and even sur- 
face with good and sufficient ditches on each side whenever the same is 
practicable. The arch or bed of such road shall be at least eighteen ieet 
wide, and shall be so constructed as to permit carriages and other vehicles 
conveniently to pass each other, and to pass on and off such turnpike 
where it may be intersected by other roads. 

Slc 33. In each county of this state in which there shall be any 
plank road, or turnpike road, constructed by virtue of this act, there shall 
be three inspectors of such roads, who shall not be interested in any plank 
or turnpike road in such county. They shall be appointed by the. board of 
supervisors of the county, and shall hold their offices during the pleasure 
of such board. Before entering on their duties, such inspectors shall take 
and subscribe the constitutional oath of office and file the same in the office 
of the clerk of the circuit court of the county. 

Sec 34. Whenever any such company shall have completed their 
road, or any five consecutive miles thereof, it may apply to any two ot the 
inspectors to be appointed pursuant to this act, in the county where said 
road, or a part thereof, so completed and to be inspected is located, to inspect 
the same, or if such inspectors, or a majority of them', are satisfied on in- 
spection that the road so inspected is made and completed according to the 
true iiitent and meaning of this act. They shall grant a certificate to that 
effect, which shall be filed in the office of the clerk of the circuit court of 
the county. The inspectors shall be allowed two dollars per day for their 
services pursuant to this section, to be paid by the company whose road 
they inspect. 

Sec. 35. Upon filing as aforesaid such certificate, the company own- 
ing any plank road so inspected may erect one or more toll gates upon 
their road, but not within three miles of each other, and may demand and 
receive toll, not exceeding one and a half cents per mile, for any vehicle 
drawn by two animals, and for any vehicle drawn by more than two ani- 
mals one half ceni per mile for every additional animal, for every vehicle 
drawn by one animal three quarters of a cent per milej for every score. ot 
sheep or 6wine, and for every score of neat cattle one cent per mile ; for 
every horse and rider, or led horse half a cent per mile. In no case shall 
any plank road company charge or receive rates of toll which will enable 
said company to divide more, nor shall any company divide more than 
twelve per cent, per annum on their capital stock actually paid in, ami 
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invested in tbeir road after keeping the road in repair, and appropriating 
not exceeding ten per cent, per annum on their capital stock invested as 
aforesaid, as a fund for the reconstruction of their road when necessary. 

Sec. 36. Upon filing such certificate as aforesaid, the company owning 
any turnpike road so inspected, may erect one or more toll gates upon its 
road, but not within three miles of each other, and may demand and re- 
ceive to!l not exceeding the following rates: for every vehicle drawn by 
one animal three quarters of a cent a mile, for every vehicle drawn by 
two animals one nnd one quarter cents a mile ; and for every vehicle drawn 
by more than two animals, one and one quarter cents a mile, and one 
quarter cent additional a mile for every animal more than two ; for every 
score of neat cattle, one cent a mile : for every score of sheep or swine, one 
half cent a mile; and in the same proportion tor any greater or less num- 
ber of neat cattle, sheep or swine ; for every horse and rider or led horse 
one half cent a mile ; and in no case shall any such turnpike company 
charge or receive rates of toll which will enable it to divide more than 
twelve per cent, on its capital stock actually paid in cash, and invested in 
its road, after paying lhe expenses of managing the same, and keeping it in 
repair. 

Sec. 37. The commissioners of highways of any town in which a 
toll gate may be located or any such roads, or in an adjoining town, 
whenever they or a majority of them shall be of the opinion that the loca- 
tion of such gate is unjust to the public interest, by reason of the proximity 
of diverging roads or for other reasons, may, on at least fifteen days writ- 
ten notice to the president or secretary of said company, a ply to the court 
Of probate of the county in which such gate is located, for an order to al*er 
or change the location of the said gate: lhe court on such application and 
on hearing ?he respective parties, and on viewing the premises, if the said 
court shall deem such v.ew necessary, shall make such order in the matter 
as. to the said court may seem just and proper; and either party may, 
within fifteen days thereafter appeal from such order to the circuit court, 
on giving such security as said probate judge shall require; such order, 
unless appealed from shall be observed by the respective parties, and may 
be enforced by attachment or otherwise, as the said court shall direct; and 
if appealed from the decision of the circuit court shall be final in lhe mat- 
ter. The said probate and circuit courts may direct lhe payment of costs 
in the premises, as shall be deemed just and equitable. 
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Sec. 38. The business and property of such company shall be man- 
aged and conducted by a board of directors consisting of not less than five 
nor more than nine, who after the fust year shall be elected at such time 
arid place as shall be directed by the by-laws of such corporation, and pub- 
lic notice shall be given of the time and place of holding such election,, not 
less than twenty days previous thereto in one or more newspapers printed 
in each couuty in or through which the road of such company is located. 
The election shall be made Ly such of the stockholders as shall attend for 
that purpose either in person or by proxy. . All elections shall be by ballot 
and eac.h stockholder shall be entitled to as many voles as he shall own 
shares of stock, and the pejsons having the greatest number of votes shall 
be directors. Whenever any vacancy shall happen in the board of direu- 
tors such vacancy shall be filled for the remainder of the year by the re- 
maining directors ; the directors shall hold their office for one year and 
until others are elected in their places no person shall be a director un'ess 
he is a stockho'der in the company, and no stockholder shall be permi'ted 
to vote at any election for directors on any stock except such as he has 
owned for the thirty days next previous to the election. 

Sec. 39. The directors oi any company incorporated under this act 
may require payment of the sums subscribed to the capital stock, at such 
times, and in such proportions, and on f-uch conditions as they shall see fit, 
under the penalty of the forfeiture of their stock, and all previous pay- 
ments thereon; and they shall give notice of the payments tnus required, 
and of the place and time, when and where to bt made at least thirty days 
previous to the payment of the same in some newspaper printed in each 
county in or through which their road is located, if there be one, if not then 
in a paper printed at the capitol of the state, or by sending such notice to 
such stockholder by mail, directed to him, at his usual place of residence. 

Sec. 40. The shares of any company formed under this act sha'l be 
deemed personal property, and may be transferred as shall be prescribed 
by the by-laws of such company. The" directors of every such company 
may at any time, with the consent of a majority, in amount ol the stock- 
holders in such company provide for such increase of the capital stock as 
may be necessary to finish the making of a road actually commenced and 
partly constructed, but the whole capital stock oi any company shall not 
exceed five thousand dollars per mile for each, mile of road. 

Sec. 41. It shall be the duty of the directors of every company fqriq* 
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ed nmtef this met to report annually to' the secretary of sjate, under oath 
•f any two of such director*) the cost of. their road, the amount of all -mo- 
ney *xpended, the amount of their capital stock, and how much paid in, 
and fcaiV rou£h' actually expended, the who'e amount of tols or earnings 
expended on su«2h road, the amount received during the year for tols, and 
from all sources, stating each seperate'y, the amount of dividends made, 
and the amount set apart for a reparation fund, and the amount of indebted- 
ness of such company, specifying the object. for which the indebtedness ac- 
crued. 

Sec, 42. Within two weeks after the formation of any company by 
virtue of this act, the directors thereof shall designate some place within a 
■county in which according to the articles of association of such company, 
its road oir some part thereof is to be constructed, as the office of such com- 
pany, and shall give public notice thereof by publishing ihe same in a pub- 
lic newspaper published in such county^ if any there be, if not then in a pa- 
per at the capital of the state, which publication shall be continued once 
in each week, for three successive weeks and shill fie a copy of such notice 
in the office of the e'erk of the circuit court of every county in which any 
part of such road is constructed or is to be constructed. And if the place 
of such office sha 1 be changed, like notice of such change shall be publish- 
ed and filed as aforesaid before it shall take place, in which notice the time 
of making the change shall be specified. And every notice, summons, de- 
claration or other paper required by law to be served on such company may 
be served by leaving a copy of the same at such office with any person 
having- charge thereof, at any time between nine oclock in the forenoon 
and noon, and between two and five o clock in the afternoon of any day ex- 
cept Sunday. 

Sec. 43. It shall be the duty of the directors of any such company to 
cause a book to be kept by the secretary treasurer or clerk thereof con- 
taining the names of all persons alphabetica'ly arranged, who are or shall 
"within six years, have been stockholders of such company, and showing 
their jflalfces of residence, the number of shares of the stock held by them 
jpespectively, and the time when •they respectively became the holders of 
suchjshares; wiichbook shall from nine oclock in the forenoon until 
noon, and from two o clock in the afternoon until five, on every day except 
Sunday, and the fourth day of July be open for the inspection of 4 all persons 
who may desire to examine the same, it the office of such company and any 



and every person shaft have the right to make extracts from sacft fao££ 
and no transfer of stock shall be valid for any purpose whatever except to 
render the person to whom it shall be transferred liable for the debts of the 1 
company according to the provisions of this aet, until it shall have been en- 
tered therein as reqnired by this section, by an entry showing to and from 
whom transferred. Snch book shall be presumptive evidence of' the facts 
therein stated, in favor of the plaintiff in any suit or proceeding against 
such companyor against any one or more stockholders jointly. Every officer 
or agent of any such company who shall neglect to make any proper entry 
in such book, or shall refuse or neglect *o exhibit the same, or a low the 
same to be inspected, and extracts to be taken therefrom as provided by 
this section 7 shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and the eempany 
shall forleit and pay to the party injured a penalty of fifty dollars for every 
such neglect or lefusa 1 , and all the damage resulting therefrom. And eve- 
ry company that shall neglect to keep such a book open for the inspection 
as aforesaid shall forleit to the people the sum of fifty dollars for every 
day it shall so neglect to be sued for and recovered in the name of the pfeo-

growing a very great amount of surplus produce; and that the nearest 
and most convenient point of access to Lake Michigan for the trade and 
business of the above named district is that oT Manitowoc over this pro- 
posed road from Neenah at the outlet of Lake Winnebago a distance of 
j'orty miles, and passe* almost the entire distance on government land of 
good quality and heavily timbered.

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United Stales in Congress assembled : 
The memorial of the senate and assembly of ihe state of Wisconsin 
respectfully represents : 

That as there- is now no penitentiary within this state^ nor any re-* 
sources remaining other than direct taxation upon real estate from which 
means can be derived for the erection of such an establishment ; and as 
the expense of a new state government wholly derivable irom that only 
resource will at this particular conjuncture be sufficiently burdensome to 
the people nearly all of whom have recently settled in the eount-ry and but 
few having yet been able to pay for their farms or so to improve their 
homesteads as to render them comfortable, but are yet laboring under the 
embarrassment of debt, your memorialists greatly fear that the ends of 
justice must be delayed or defeated, and the cause of philanthropy suffer 
unless the state can obtain, aid in the construction or procurement of a 
place of confinement of her convicts. As mercy is the first attribute- of 
justice the benevolent intentions of the law can be more readily accom- N 
plished by the reformation of offenders and the dissuasion of the profigately 
inclined from the commission of crime than in the wreaking of vengeance 
upon those culprits who may have despised its warnings and trampled up- 
on its interdictions, but in our present unfortunate destitution of any state 
establishment of the kind or of suitable county prisons both purposes are 
defeated ; malefactors whose whple lives may have been stained by crime 
are huddled into the same jail and apartments with those who may be tem- 
poraly locked up tor the first offence and that their first departure from 
the paths of rectitude and virtue. The consequences are that the most 
venial c ass runs the- hazard of becoming debased by the contact, while 
the- most abandoned is confirmed in. profligacy by idleness and by associa- 
tion, for the inmates of these local receptacles are commonly precluded 
the benefits of moral example of religious instruction or of healthful ath- 
letic exercise. But the mam tai nance of state convicts in county prison* 
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operates oppressively upon the industry of the honest and virtuous ef those 

communities where convictions for felonies take place : and as the pre- 
vention of crime (which rs the paramount object of all punishment) is gen- 
eral in its benefits to the whole community so should its burdens be equal- 
ly shared by all: and it is obvious to the raost^ casual observer that the 
administration of the criminal laws is embarrassed and its salutary pur- 
poses thwarted for the want of a state establishment where convicts may 
feel the discipline of an isolated or solitary confinement and be subjected to 
manual and productive labor. The spirit of the age is becoming more 

and more averse to sanguinary punishments, and pub ie sentiment has long 

• 
since decided in favor of the penitentiary system in preference to all other 

remedial means for protecting: the community against the depredations of 
the lawless : for deterring the evil disposed from the commission of crime 
and for the reformation of the culprit during his probation of imprison- 
ment. Actuated by a like spirit and in full accordance with thit senti- 
ment, your memorialists have adopted preliminary measures for the ulti- 
mate construction of a states prison. But as the paucity of their resources 
may delay for years the accomplishment of that enterprise your memorial- 
ists most respectfully ask aid from the national legislature to carry out 
their humane intentions in this respect. And understanding from a relia- 
ble source that the executive government has abandoned "Fort Winnebago" 
as a military post, your memorialists would earnestly request that the 
United States reservation of land at that place may be granted to the state 
of Wisconsin for the purpose of aiding, in the construction of a states 
prison, or that the fortress and its appurtenances may be conveyed as a 
place of confinement for state convicts until a more suitab e establishment 
. can be prepared. And your memorialists would further remark that as 
Fort Winnebago is located on Fox river directly on the line of the im- 
provements contemplated in the navigation of that and Wisconsin rivers, 
to aid in the accomplishment ot which your honorable body some two 
years since made a liberal grant of land, and as there is on the reservation 
an extensive quarry oi free stone suitable lor hydraulic masoauwork and 
fox the various uses to which building stone is applied. Your memorialists 
anticipate in the event of a favorable response to their memorial that the 
convicts of the slate, when they shall have been removed to the fortress 
. may be profitably employed on the works connected with those iraprove- 
. ments and thus materially aid in carrying out the liberal intentions of 
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ffoviT honorable body in making "the grant in question, Believing that k 
M-as ever the intention of the national legislature to dispense jts bounty to 
"the new states and its territories with an even and impartial hand : and as 
Wisconsin has never shated in any aid from the general government for 
the construction of a penitentiary, your memorialists Trust they may.the 
more confidently anticipate the favorable action of your honorable body in 
this beha.f frotH the fact that the sum of fifteen thousand dollars was appropri- 
ated ty an act of congress approved the 29th day of August 1842 to pay for.,, 
work actually done and materials furnished in the construction of, a peni- 
tentiary in the territory of Iowa.

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Represenatives of 

the United States : . 
A memorial of the senate and assembly of the state of Wisconsin, 
respectfully represents : 

That it appears from evidence that John Hood of Iowa county in ! the 
state of Wisconsin did apply for the purchase of the south-east quarter of 
section number thirty-one (31) in township number five (5) north, range 
number three (3) east of the fourth (4th) principal meridian in the "Wis- 
consin land district'' by virtue ot a right of preemption granted to settlers 
upon public lands previous to the nineteenth June in the year of our 

Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-four, made the necessary

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proof, tendered bis money, and submitted f he same to the register amf re- 
ceiver of the land office at Mineral Point who decided contrary to law and 
without the authority of the commissioners of the general land office that 
the aforesaid tract was mineral ground and therefore not subject to entry.

And they would further represent that the said John Hood could not 
eii|er the land by virtue of his right of pre-emption although he the said 
John Hood did prove that he had cultivated and occupied the same as re' 
quired by law granting the right of pre-emption. 

And ihey would further represent, that the said John Hood resided 
prior to eighteen hundred and forty-four for ihe period of fourteen years 
upon the said quarter section o4 land, and further that u large family was 
dependant upon him for support, and that by thus taking away the prop- 
erty to wUich he was justly entitled, his family has been to a great extent 
deprived of the means of support which they ought to have : And they 
would further represent, that in air probability the said John Hood would 
net have been debarred of his right in the said land for which lie applied 
had it not been that on which the town of Mineral Point now stands, and 
which has since by law beenjgiven to the inhabitants thereof, which con- 
rlusively shows that the decision of the land officers was not in accord- 
ance with the views of congress. 

\nd they would further represent that the said Ilocd with his family 
h.wc undergone all the privations incident to the settlement of a new 
country, and that by chcu^ptances not within their control have been de- 
prived of their just rights. 

You memorialists would further represent that the said John Hood is- 
now deceased, leaving a widow and' iamily in indigent circumstances < 
said pecuniary distress b f jing clearly the result of the injustice done to the 
said John Hood. 

Your memorialists therefore ask hour honorable body to pass an act 
ior the relief of the widow of the said John Hood and his heirs by granting 
her the said Matilda Hood and the heirs of John Hood deceased at Iea&t 
one section of land to be located upon any unoc:upied lands in the state 
of Wisconsin belonging the general government or its equivalent inlnoney 
which in the opinion of your memorialists would be a very small compensa- 
tion for the loss 'hey have sustained in consequence of having been deprived 
of their rights as before stated. 

Nothing in this memorial shall be considered as reflecting upon the 
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official character of the register and receiver at the said land office at Min- 
eral Point.

The memorial of the senate and assembly of the state of Wisconsin, 
respectfully shewcth : % 

That the opening of a road from Green Bay \o Fort Wilkins on Lake 
Superior is a work of great importance to the inhabitants of northern Wis- 
consin who arc'now nearly destitute of an overland means of communica- 
tion wilh Luke Superior. A large number of people in the vicinity oi 
Fort Wilkins are engaged in working the copper mines which constitute 
the present wealth of that section of the country, and in agricultural pur- 
suits. This portion of our fellow citizens are for six months in the year 
jjearly isolated as the communications by water are closed during the 
winter months and their on y means of access to the settled portions of the 
Blare is through the medium of an Indian trail impassible with teams o r 
beasts of burthen 

That said road will turn the tide of emigration into the northern part 
of the state and open anew and rich portion of the public lands to the view 
•fthe enterprizing emigrant and thereby greatly jncrease the sale of tail 
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lands to the manifest benefit o( the United State*. Your memorialist* 
further state that in their opinion an appropriation of twenty thousand 
dollars will be sufiici£i& and seoitre the most feasible mode of opening the 
said road. 

The memorialists will further suggest te your honorable bodies that 
the consideration of the public interests distinct from the direct benefits to 
be derived from the proposed road should induce a prompt attention to 
this matter, the relations of the United States to the soil as the proprietors 
thereof furnishing a powerful motive towards adopting such measures as 
will enhance the value and promote the sale thereof. 

Your memorialists will not further enlarge upon the necessity and im- 
portance of th<* proposed road and would respectfully request the favora- 
ble attention of congress to the subject.
